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PACKINGHOUSE PROFITS. 
Some very extraordinary anomalies are be- 
lieved to exist in the packing trade at the 
present time. One of these—in fact it is the 
one most discussed—is that the packers in- 
stead of making money are losing, and this 
in the face of the fact that all outward ap- 
pearances would seem to warrant the opinion 
that the business as a whole has not been in 
a more active or flourishing shape for a long 
time past. Behind the scenes, however,

are reliably informed, situation is dif- 


ferent. 

An investigation shows that the value of 
hogs and product are not on a parity and that 
this circumstance so operates against the 
packer that the loss at the present time on 
every hog slaughtered averages from twenty- 
five cents to a dollar. These conditions ex- 
isting, as they have, during a period in which 
cash trade has never been larger in volume, 


may seem incomprehensible, 


but they repre- 
nevertheless, the true inwardness of the 
situation. When packers have orders to fill 
they must fill them, and it would not pay 
them to allow their plants to remain idle.

DECLINING TENDENCY—MORE OF A 
RUSH TO THE BEAR SIDE—LARGE 
SUPPLIES OF HOGS THE INFLU- 
ENCE—COUNTRY SPECULATORS 
BECOMING SELLERS—STOCKS OF 
THE PRODUCTS GAINING A LIT- 
TLE, DESPITE GOOD CASH DE- 
MANDS. 


Yellow fever reports have been sprung upon 
the market most every*day through the week. 
Sometimes they have appeared in the form of 
a review of the many cases that have shown 
themselves at the various points through the 
South within several weeks, while with the 
newspaper agitation in connection with them 
they have served to additionally upset a mar- 
ket, which has been depressed from a larger 
supply of hogs than had been regarded as 
probable at once by most of the trade. But 
these stories of sickness are fast disappear- 
ing as a factor; is too well ad- 
vanced to handle them effectively for depres- 
sion over the market for the hog products, 
and although occasional statements are made 
of the enforcement of quarantine laws, yet 
any movement of that order is regarded as of 
brief moment, and not to materially interfere 
with the general distributions of merchandise. 
The point has been more that the arrivals of 
hogs have been large enough to warrant ef- 
forts to keep the products down in values, 
while that if any seare can be made out of 
the sickness South it does not have an oppos- 
ing force at all times of a material character. 
It is necessary to keep the prices of the swine 
to an easy basis; they are decidedly out of 
proportion to the values of the products, and 
just now, with the beginning of the new sea- 
son, it would be considered poor policy to fur- 
ther bolster views of the shippers of swine by 
allowing too much strength to develop over 
the situation of the products. It would prob- 
ably not be possible to get material steadiness 
on the products just now, notwithstanding the 
cash demands have come up again to briskness 
und a large business is going on in meats and 
lard, and by reason of the want of response 
of the outside speculators. The tanners of 
the country, over taking hold on the “buli” 
side of any commodity this year, is more pro- 
nounced than in several seasons, and it is 
clear that the large crops in a general way 
will have to be more extensively out of the 
country, placed to exporters and consumers 
generally, before much of an improvement can 
be expected in the sentiment over speculative 
buying with any idea of a material recovery 
of prices. That hog products are going out 
of the country in a liberal way, and that there 
is a probability of the movement keeping up in 
full degree this side of the new year at least, 
will not help matters much so far as concerns 
prices materially in the consideration of the 
expected liberal marketings of the swine, with 
the probable position of packers over getting 
them at satisfactory prices, together with the 
fact that there is not much likelihvod of a 
near recovery of interest on the part of out- 
side investors. Indeed, these outside specu-

lators have latterly been sellers on the lower 
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range of prices. The position, however, looks 
as though it could be prevented from making 
sharp breaks; that the near wants of Europe 
were well recognized, and that as a good cash 
business would be done right along, that the 
packers would hardly care to see the prices of 
the products shaken up to a materially lower 
basis in a radical way, even with the consid- 
eration that the hogs ought to come to them 
at cheaper prices. There has been a good dis- 
position to take in the October offerings of 
lard and ribs in consideration of the present 
liberal cash demands, and the fact that the 
stocks at the West are falling off steadily. 
with an important decrease expected for the 
month in the showing of the stocks at Chi- 
eago, although for a few days there has been 
some gain in them, with one estimate of the 
supply there for the close of the month as 
150,000 tes. lard, 25,000,000 Tb ribs and 92,- 
000 bbls. new and old pork, or a loss for the 
month of about 37,000 tes. of lard, 8,000,000 
Id ribs and 4,000 bbls. pork. But there is a 
good deal of a difference of opinion over the 
probable outcome of the January option as 
yet, and better indications are needed of the 
hog supplies to convince the speculators over 
taking hold of it, notwithstanding the advice 
“to buy January stuff’ comes out oftener 
from leading sources. If there was any es- 
pecial rush of trading just now in a specula- 
tive way there is little doubt that no difficulty 
would be found in steadying prices all around, 
at least for early options, but so long as the 
cash demands for the products and the sup- 
plies of swine are to be considered, while the 
speculation is of a lifeless character, there is 
not much hope of material variation to the 
situation to strength. Germany and England 
both have taken liberal quantities of meats 
and lard this week, while an interesting fea- 
ture has been a decided growth of trade with 
Italy, which country has not only taken pro- 
visions more freely, but is more exercised 
than usual over other offerings from this coun- 
try, particularly tallow, greases and cotton- 
seed oil. The Southern demands for meats 
and lard have not been up to some expecta- 
tions the past week, and it is clear that the 
yellow fever disturbance will have to disap- 
pear before a healthy trade can be had from 
that quarter. Other home distributions of 
meats have been larger, especially to the min- 
ing regions. There is still missed important 
Cuban demands, with no expectation of a 
marked recovery in the latter until affairs are 
fairly well settled throughout the West Indies 
and the distributers there can feel that they 
can lay down the merchandise at the lowest 
possible prices for the near future. 

The New York trade is better in refined 
lard and in cut meats, while their prices have 
been well held up all around. There has been 
a good deal of grumbling here over the quality 
of the hogs on offer, while that very little lard 
comparatively is got from them, and which 
feature shows the effort to get hogs forward 
by the farmers, and that the liberal receipts 
of swine all over are not counting for so much 
as usual, as they embrace a larger proportion 
than ordinarily of pigs and small hogs. The 
reports from the West this week have shown 
that the recent English “bulls,” and who had 
heen back of most of the strength exhibited 
at times. have been disposed to sell, and that 
reactions in prices to an easier basis, and 
which occurred on Wednesday’s market, were 
more on their efforts to sell. It looks now as 
though the supplies of hogs were larger than 








the movements of the products, and that with- 
in several days that there has been a slight 
gain in the stocks of the products, however 
much they had been pulled down previously 
through the month, while the fact that the 
receipts of the hogs are beyond expectations 
and have éxceeded estimates by 25,000 head 
at Chicago for the week, has tended to throw 
some of the hitherto “bulls,” including the 
English interest, if not on the bear side, then 
to the disposition to quit some of their hold 
ings. On the later market, by reason of the 
large hog supplies, the country is selling a lit- 
tle more freely. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were in excess of the previous year at 
the same time, and pointed to the activity that 
had been going on; they reached 14,619,082 
ID lard, 16,776,329 Ib meats and 5,627 bbls.

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CANADIAN METHODS OF PORK 
PACKING. 


(Written for ‘“‘The National Provisioner.’’)

No. 1. 

The Wiltshire side is the Canadian packers 
mainstay, that is, when the London market is 
active_and stocks low. Of late, however, 
quite the reverse has obtained, hence heavy 
losses have been sustained. The collapse of 
the market was no doubt due to the, fact of 
its being glutted, from every standpoint, with 
undesirable Wiltshires of unknown brands, 
while nothing but the very best is in demand. 
The presence of these conditions, however, 
did not in the least depress the price of live 
hogs of desirable quality and weight, some of 
the most prominent packers actually volun- 
tarily advancing the price of hogs in the face 
of a declining London market, actuated no 
doubt by a desire to force the manufacturers 
of the inferior brands, largely responsible for 
the demoralized state of the English market, 
to curtail, if not altogether suspend, opera- 
tions—which desire was to an extent effected. 
While savoring of monopoly, their action 
could scarcely be censured, inasmuch as base 
imitation often ruins the reputation and fu- 
ture success of the genuine, and also from the 
fact that the Wiltshire trade is well worth 
going considerable lengths to perpetuate—for 
obvious reasons, and no one is more desirous 
of this than the Canadian packer with a firm- 
ly established trade and highly popular brand. 

It is worse than useless, and extremely inju- 
dicious, to attempt to foist anything but the 
best upon the English trade. Of course, large 
stocks—irrespective of quality—will bear any 
market, and even though the well known 
brands are in demand and find a ready sale, 
it must be necessarily at a considerably lower 
figure than would obtain were this overplus 
of inferior sides not in evidence. There is no 
question but that the product of the Canadian 
hog, properly manipulated, is equal practical- 
ly to the Danish and Irish, and evidently it 
is the firm determination of the Canadian 
packer (some of him, at least), with the co- 
operation of the farmer, of course, to produce 
a superior article, and to this end he is con- 
stantly advising the breeder and feeder (farm- 
er) through the medium of the press and 
otherwise, to pay ceaseless attention to the 
breeding and feeding of the Canadian hog; to 
avoid corn as he would a plague—to their ulti- 
mate financial benefit. The interest exhibited 
in this direction, however, seems to be com- 
mensurate with the proportion of profits ac- 
cruing. Owing to the admission of free cheap 
corn and the scarcity of peas, consequently 
high price thereof, the farmer has backslid a 
trifle, and thus caused no end of trouble. 


During the past summer the packing trade 
in many parts of Canada was demoralized to 
an alarming extent, owing to the large per- 
centage of hogs marketed proving “soft.” 
The formerly absolutely firm side, instead of 
being the rule, became the exception. Sev- 
enty-five per cent. of “softs” and “bruises” 
beeame the order of the day, and pande- 
monium reigned. These “softs,” totally unfit 
for export and not desirable domestic goods, 
were doubtless the result of deviation from 
the regular orthodox manner of feeding peas, 
ete. (diversity of flesh-producing foods), and 
substituting corn and grass largely, if not 
wholly; also to the marketing of “out of con- 
dition” sows—one of the most noticeable fea- 
tures in every bunch of hogs inspected—run- 
ning sometimes as high as 80 per cent., actual 
eount. The “bruises,’”’ owing to the fact of 
the hogs being, as a rule, light and lean, and 
consequently active and continually on the 
“forage,” giving the impression that they 
were hungry, when bunched at the depot and 
packinghouse and denied their lifelong occu- 








pation, kept up a general and incessant war- 
fare, fighting for an hour at a time frequent- 
ly. The result may be better imagined than 
described. 

Such existing conditions as the foregoing 
are a constant source of trouble to the Cana- 
dian packer; in fact, a constant menace. Cor- 
rect feeding, spaying and attention to dispo- 
sition of progenitors might do something to- 
ward eradicating these evils. The Tamworth 
and York crossed seem to find especial favor 
with the packer, producing as it does a side 
of desired weight and proportions, and, prop- 
erly fed, after the Canadian manner, also pro- 
duces a desirable admixture of fat and lean, 
with a peculiarly agreeable flavor not found 
in the straight cornfed hog. This hog, how- 
ever, neglected, inclines to the scalawag order, 
and if allowed free access to corn and nothing 
else, degenerates into a big fat lard hog of 
the “soft” order. In the race after the ex- 
port trade the Canadian packer is woefully 
neglecting his domestic trade, which, if taken 
on the whole, is perhaps as profitable as the 
foreign, for the reason that at home he must 
dispose of his goods not eligible for export. 
And this latter class of his products consti- 
tutes a goodly proportion of his total output, 
for which he obtains a very good price, and 
usually C. O. D. It has been said Ameri- 
cans insist upon being humbugged, which may 
be so, but there is no question that Canadians 
are, and evidently relish it, too. Of course, 
the domestic trade is limited, and perhaps not 
as epicurean as it might be, and so is the sup- 
ply, for that matter, both supply and demand 
grqwing, slowly, however. 

The packing industry is assuming larger 
proportions and more definite shape in the Do- 
minion of late, and no doubt other industries 
will follow suit, and with them the influx of 
the necessary additional brawn, muscle and 
brain. Annexation might—but that is another 
question entirely. We are writing of Cana- 
dian methods of pork packing. 

The hog most desirable for Wiltshires 
should be long, narrow and deep—firm, 
smooth sows (spayed preferable) and barrows, 
free from bruises and seed, and weigh from 
150 to 210 ID live weight. Such will produce 
Wiltshires from 44 to 62 ID average, say 
about 58.50 per cent. of live weight approxi- 
mately. Much depends upon the selection, 
and too much care cannot be exercised, as 
these hogs demand the top figure, and if not 
proven suitable when slaughtered, stand a loss 
at once to the packer. It is a very difficult 
matter to judge a hog afoot and decide to 
what class of export meats he belongs, aside 
from the fact that he may turn out “‘soft” or 
“bruised,” or both—perhaps one of the most 
critical positions in connection with the hog 
industry, though not infrequently is this fact 
overlooked. Packers of experience realize this 
fact, however.

A New Big Slaughtering Plant 
Starts. 


The starting of any new industry or estab- 
lishment in an old line means a lot for labor 
and for trade. Both are vitally interested. 
Last year a destructive fire turned an army 
of workmen upon the world of trade. May- 
be they were absorbed; maybe not. In a lit- 
tle more than a year a better Phoenix rises 
from the ashes than went down. Messrs. 
G. V. Bartlett & Co., of Jersey City, have, in 
the last few months, rebuilt upon the old site 
their extensive hog-killing establishment and 
are gradually recruting their band of work- 
men from the ranks of labor. Their capacity 
will be fully utilized as there is need for it. 
Some guess can be made of the possible daily 
slaughter when we state that the hanging 
capacity of the plant is fully 2,500 hogs. Mr. 





Dickson of the firm extended a representa- 
tive of “The National Provisioner” the 
courtesies on Thursday. The rise of the 
present plant from the ashes of the old one is 
thus: It was burned down on the first of 
May, 1897. It is located at the foot of Philip 
street, Jersey City, in what is known as the 
Communipaw district. The new structure 
was commenced about tlie first of April last 
and has just been finished. The wheels of 
some of the machinery turned last week, but 
the connections were not all made, and the 
installation of the various departments of the 
plant was not completed until Monday of this 
week. On Tuesday the new plant began 
slaughtering for the first time. 

The building is architecturally constructed 
for the purposes laid out for it. Each end 
is one story, and then the body of the build- 
ing rises up to two stories at a clear inside 
elevation of at least thirty feet. The lower 
structure is used for the hanging room, while 
the machinery department and the whole 
process of scraping and the work incidental 
to that part of slaughtering are in the higher 
part of the building. This establishment is 
equipped with the best of machinery and ap- 
pliances to be had. The whole power, except 
that of the electric plant, is furnished by a 55 
horse power automatic cut-off Atlas engine. 
The entire plant is lighted by electricity, 
which is quite an improvement on the old 
torches of a few years ago. The electric 
lighting is furnished by a Buffalo forge en- 
gine operating a large Triumph dynamo, the 
electrical plant being installed by the Tri- 
umph Electric Company of Cincinnati, O. 
_The scraper is of the most improved ver- 
tical pattern. It is the latest design of the 
improved upright Lowry _ hog-scraping ma- 
chine, manufactured by Weir & Craig Manu- 
facturing Company, of Chicago. It is as 
compact as such a thing can be, and takes 
up very little room. The capacity of this 
scraper if worked to its full capacity is 600 
hogs per hour, and needs really but one man 
to serve it, though another is in reserve as 
an emergency hand. 

This particular hog-scraping machine has 
the virtue of both pouring in the water from 
the top, and of spraying all the way down 
through perforations in the standpipe. In the 
establishment there is also an Anderson drier 
of the most recent pattern made by the An- 
derson Company of Cleveland, O. The spe- 
cial claim for this drier is that it has a dust 
trap attachment which is a new idea. This 
prevents the scattering to the winds and the 
loss of the light fertilizer which in the olden 
days used to nauseate the nostrils, and en- 
rich the lands of the farmers for miles around 
the slaughtering establishments. Connected 
with this drier is the most recently perfected 
condenser, which prevents the escape of 
those unpleasant odors from the fertilizer 
which made slaughtering places such unwel- 
comed neighbors to those who sniffed the 
malodorous aroma. This device will tend to 
convert a slaughtering house into more of a 
sweet smelling savor than into a nuisance. 
This drier in the Bartlett establishment has a 
capacity of 200 pounds of dried stock per 
hour. It has an automatic feeder which takes 
the stock gradually, and, sence, dries it 
more readily and thoroughly than some of 
the old patterns. There is also an Anderson 
deodorizer connected with the rendering tanks 
to prevent the escape of any unpleasant odors 
from that quarter. 

The distinctive feature of the hanging 
room is the runaways. In most slaughter- 
houses these are wooden, but in this Commun- 
ipaw place these have iron rails which makes 
it easier for handling the stock. The venti- 
lation of the whole establishment is the very 
best that could be obtained. The room is 
dry and clear. The steam is readily taken 
away so the men are not smothered in a drift- 
ing cloud of steam. In other respects the es- 
tablishment has the equipment of any other 
first-class concern.

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Chicago Live Stock Review. 


Receipts of live stock here last week were: 
Cattle 56,300, calves 2,630, hogs 162,989 and 
sheep 90,625, against 46,719 cattle, 2,331 
calves, 153,624 hogs and 89,754 sheep the 
week previous; 52,491 cattle, 1,426 calves, 
146,825 hogs and 91,981 sheep the correspond- 
ing week of 1897 and 44,989 cattle, 1,378 
calves, 153,225 hogs and 99,863 sheep the 
corresponding week of 1896. 


Shipments last week were: Cattle 19,760, 
calves 835, hogs 34,903, and sheep 26,339, 
against 16,838 cattle, 820 calves, 34,072 hogs 
and 20,656 sheep the week previous; 15,283 
eattle, 148 calves, 43,325 hogs and 19,920 
sheep the corresponding week of 1896.

HOGS.—The hog market continues to be 
out of joint, prices being altogether too high 
when compared with the price of product. 
Packers are decidedly bearish and refuse to 
buy any more than is absolutely necessary 
to fill outstanding orders. At present prices 
it is absolutely impossible to cut up hogs with- 
out a loss, a state of affairs which cannot last 
forever. It is not the fault of the packers 
that the price of product is low, but it is be- 
cause of the utter lack of speculation in pro- 
visions, the said speculation having been 
frightened away by the war and yellow fever. 
The strong shipping demand helps very ma- 
terially to keep the prices up. Values showed 
an improvement on the last two days of last 
week, recovering from 10 to 12%c. of the 
decline of the middle of the week. No 
further advance in prices need be looked for, 
as there are plenty of hogs in the country, and 
besides the market will have to get on a 
parity with provisions before packers will 
take hold. To-day (Wednesday), with a sup- 
ply of 39,000 with 4,000 left in the pens from 
yesterday, the market had a slow feeling 
with prices from 5 to 10 cents lower. The 
quality was good. Light weight hogs sold 
for $3.40 to $3.50; mixed $3.55 to $4; heavy 
packing and shipping lots $3.60 to $4, and 
pigs to $2.70 to $3.80. Quite a number of 
sows have arrived during the last few days. 

CATTLBE.—Supplies of cattle continue to 
be liberal, with about one-third of the re- 
ceipts being Western rangers. There is a re- 
markably strong undertone to the trade. 
Strictly choice cattle have been selling at the 
highest prices of the year, and the plain and 
medium classes of native and branded cattle 





have only suffered a very small decline. Re- 
ceipts of rangers will begin to fall off inside 
the next three weeks, The demand for stock- 
ers and feeders of good quality continues 
good, and the same remark applies to stock 
heifers; prices for these kinds rule firm. 
There is a limited supply of native cows and 
prices are being well held up, in fact they 
are as high as at any time this summer. To- 
day with 16,000 fresh arrivals the good lots 
are selling strong, and prices for other kinds 
are unchanged. Good to choice steers are 
selling at $5 to $5.75; choice native feeders 
$4.40 to $4.60; stockers $3.25 to $4.25; good 
to choice heifers $4 to $4.75; good to choice 
cows $3.85 to $4.25; canning cows $1.50 to 
$2.75, and veal calves $4.50 to $7. 

SHEDP.—The sheep market is in very good 
shape, especially when it is considered that 
receipts continue so heavy and that it is the 
big feeder trade which prevents a break in 
prices. Most of the supply is coming from 
Western ranges. To-day receipts were 16,000 
and the market was strong. Native wethers 
sold at $4.40 to $4.65; mixed natives $4 to 
$4.40; Westerns $4 to $4.40; spring lambs 
$4.75 to $6.25. 

Martin Bros. say: “While the bulk of hogs 
have been selling at $3.85 and $4.05 last 
week, there are a great many coming that 
sell from $3.75 down. They are soft, stub- 
blefield hogs, and are objectionable to the 
killers on account of shrinkage. Pigs are 
selling 50c. lower than last week.” 

The Drovers’ Commission Company says: 
“We are beginning to hear the annual ad- 
monition from some so-called cattle men to 
hold back certain kinds of cattle till the 
Westerns are cleared up in November and 
December. ‘The theory is plausible, but in 
practice it doesn’t work. November and 
December are poultry and game months, 
when the amount of beef consumed is greatly 
lessened, and aside from beeves suitable for 
holiday trade the average steer, cow or heifer 
sells at a slow dragging gait. The experi- 
ence of the last ten or fifteen years will show 
that the general cattle market has averaged 
lower late in the fall than it did in Sep- 
tember and, October.” 





Of the 134,900 hogs packed last week 
Armour was credited with 39,000; Anglo- 
American, 8,400; Boyd & Lunham, 4,300; 
Chicago, 6,600; Continental, 5,900; Ham- 
mond, 4,300; International, 6,300; Lipton, 
3,600; Swift, 27,000; Morris, 9,000; butchers, 
10,500. 

The receipts of hogs last week were 176,- 
750 head, against 143,583 last year. Ship- 
ments were 36,691 head, as compared with 
41,123 for the corresponding week last year. 
Packing up to last week was 3,898,000 head, 
against 3,430,000 for the same period of 1897. 


Chicago Provision Market. 


A prominent packer best expressed the pre- 
vailing phase of the provision situation, when 
in an interview to-day (Wednesday) he said 
that the present attitude of the market and 
its logical outlook appealed to him as a sort - 
of a see-saw in which an excellent cash de- 
mand is ranged opposite to a liberal supply 
of hogs, and as the two conditions pretty 
nearly equalize, trade as a consequence is 
fairly steady with the prospect of remaining 
so until the introduction of some new element 
into the situation unbalances the equation 
and preponderates prices either to one side 
or the other. It seems to be universally ac- 
cepted that the packers are having the best 
eash trade in provisions that they have ever 
experienced. The export and domestic busi- 
ness have taken hold readily, the South be- 
ing an especially good buyer of meats. Ship- 
ments of meats last week were 22,199,000 ID 
compared with 19,012,000 ID last year. The 
shipments of lard were 11,862,000 Ib, against 
7,092,000 ID last year. In addition to these 
figures constantly reiterated reports of an un- 
usual shortage of hogs in Europe continue 
to come from across the water. On the other 
hand, there seems to be no doubt that we 
have an abundant supply in this country, 


and as the element of speculation is almost - 


eliminated as a result of yellow fever scares, 
one factor about offsets the other and it re- 
mains to be seen which one will dominate in 
the future. If the present consumptive trade 
continues in such excellent volume indefin- 
itely, as it bids fair to, prices ought not to 
go any lower, at least, while the probabili- 
ties favor their being higher. But if the hog 
receipts increase abnormally without a re- 
vival of speculation the inclination will like- 
ly be the other way. ‘The yellow fever of 
late has not proved such an important con- 
sideration as a few months ago because pro- 
vision stocks are owned mostly by the pack- 
ers, the outside trade having sold out a long 
time ago because of its fears of a pest, and 
as the former are not easily stampeded, recent 
reports of fever in Mississippi and elsewhere 
in the South did not cause any materia! liqui- 
dation. 

Last week holders had a little the best of 
it, ribs and lard advancing slightly and 
closing at around the top. There was a little 
outside trade, but it had no snap and buyers 
did not wait long for their profits, getting out 
with small gains. Influences are equally di- 
vided. The Cudahys are ranged on the bear 
side and the English concerns on the bull. 
The former are short a line of lard and the 
latter long it. Swift has been acting as if 
bullish. No one is certain how Armour 
stands, but it looks somewhat as if he were 
getting over to the long side. It is obvious 
that the hog will have to “come off his 
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perch.” The whole provision controversy re- 
solves itself into a question of hog prices, 
Will the winter packing be on the basis of 
3c. or 34%c. hogs? January product is al- 
ready on the basis of the latter figure, al- 
though packers are paying nearer 4c. On the 
whole the general feeling seems to be better 
despite the fact that there is no money in 
packing at the current disproportionate 
prices of hogs and provisions, The most en- 
couraging feature is a little dawning. specu- 
lation which we trust will continue to de- 
velop. This is the situation in a nutshell.

Chicago Live Stock Notes. 


The average gross weight of hogs received 
at Chicago last week was 245 Ib, against 261 
ID a year ago and 249 Ib week before last 
week, 

The cattlemen.in some parts of Tom Green 
County; Texas, are holding their steer year- 
lings at $85 a head, and very few offered even 
at that price. 

A man living in San Angelo County, Texas, 
recently sold 350 head of cattle for $7,000, 
after having held them for a year. He made 
exactly $3,000 on his investment after paying 
all expenses, 

A great many Texas farmers are arranging 
to feed a good part of their corn crop to hogs 
this year, believing that they will realize more 
from their product that way than by selling 
or shipping it. 

A prominent hog packer is authority for 
the statement that the fresh-meat demand is 
increasing every year, and also says that this 
trade is easily fifteen times larger than it 
was ten years ago. 

One day last week 263 carloads or 8,137 
head of feeding cattle were shipped from 
Kansas City for fattening purposes, being 
the largest day’s movement of feeders on 
record. Missouri got 82 cars, Kansas 71, IIli- 
nois 38, Nebraska 31, Iowa 28 and In- 
diana 13. 

Abram -Slimmer, a wealthy retired stock- 
man of Waverly, Ia., has offered a cash dona- 
tion of $15,000 to the Chicago Lying-In 
Hospital, providing $45,000 additional be 
raised by December 1. Mr. Slimmer imposes 
the conditions which are that not less than 
$10,000 be expended for a suitable site for a 
new hospital and that the remainder of the 
fund be used to build the proposed institu- 
tion which is to be ready for occupation with- 
in two years. Also that there shall be no dis- 
tinction in creed, race or color in the recep- 
tion of patients and that the building be com- 
pleted within the stiplated two years, other- 
wise his offer to become null and void. 

United States District Attorney John C. 
Black has begun suit here against the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railway Company, 
charging a violation of that section af the 
federal statutes which provides for the proper 
transportation of cattle. The bill charges that 
the company confined “cattle and swine for a 
period longer than twenty-eight hours with- 
out unloading the same for rest, water or 
feeding.”” General Black asks that a penalty 
of $1,500 be imposed. The charge of neg- 
lect is made with respect to sixteen carloads 
of cattle and swine which were shipped in 
South Omaha and consigned to Rosenbaum 
Brothers in Chicago. It is alleged that the 
company kept the animals confined for forty- 
eight hours, whereas the law stipulates that 
they should have been unloaded for five hours 
during that period. The alleged offense oc- 
curred July 16, 17 and 18. Information of the 
alleged ill treatment was supplied the fed- 
eral officials by the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
tries, which has an office at the stockyards.

City to Chicago, and it is said a further re- 
duction is possible, 

Gilbert Montague, an old and highly re- 
spected member of the Board of Trade, died 
Friday of last week at his home in this city 
after a few days illness. Mr, Montague was 
an active promoter of the mutual life insur- 
ance association in connection with the mem- 
bership of the board. 

The firm of Barrett, Farnum & Co., say 
that almost everyone coming from the West 
remarks that the corn crop is light and has 
been overestimated. Also that although large 
receipts are expected and the demand is not 
very active, the article seems strong and is 
apparently low enough. 

William A, Dawson, private secretary for 
Nelson Morris, at the stockyards was caught 
between two street cars on Monday and so 
severely injured that the amputation of his 
right foot was necessary. Mr. Dawson was 
au passenger on a-.grip car, which was run 
into by an electric car from one side. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
Mutual Benefit Association was held Friday, 
Sept. 30. It now has a membership of 800, 
but it is found difficult to secure new mem- 
bers owing to the severe medical examina- 
tion, and to the fact that the death rate is 


high. It takes four new members to pay for 
one old one, and the average assessment is 
$3.60. 


The freight traffic passing through Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal this season breaks all pre- 
vious records. The greatest previous traffic 
was in 1897, when 1,628,699 tons passed 
westward and 9,176,305 tons passed eastward, 
making a total of 10,805,004 tons. The offi- 
cial reports for this year show that 2,823,396 
tons passed westward and 9,790,243 tons 
passed eastward, a total of 12,613,639. 

It is possible that some of the secrets of 
the National Linseed Oil Company’s disas- 
trous deal in seed may become public. 
Michael Doran, of St. Paul, complained to 
the Board of Trade directors yesterday that 
he had had a joint account deal with the Na- 
tional Company in some flaxseed and that 
the company had refused to account to him 
or to even make a statement of how the ac- 
count stood. The Board of Trade directors 
listened to the case until 8 p. m., and then 
ordered that the National Linseed Oil Com- 
pany give Doran a statement within a week. 
The St. Paul man was of the early bulls 
on seed last spring and had a line at very 
low prices. The National Company knowing 
of his position, went to him and arranged to 
take his seed at a price, and then it was also 
agreed that they should go long a certain 
amount of seed on joint account. The case 
heard yesterday covered only 100,000 bushels 
of seed; but it said that really the amount 
at stake is about 250,000 bushels. Doran 
claims that the National Company owes him 


about $15,000, but he has been unable to get 
any statement from them as to the price at 
which the seed was bought or oe at 
which it was sold. The National Company 
made the defense that Doran had not kept 
his agreement as to margins, and that he 
had consequently forfeited any joint account 
rights he had ever had.

CATTLE.—If last week Kansas City broke 
its record in cattle receipts for a single day, 
it also broke its record in the shape of ship- 
ments of stockers and feeders to the country. 
The receipts, it must be noticed, for the en- 
tire week were 54,400, and the shipments of 
stockers and feeders to the country made a 
total of 28,202. So that over half of the re- 
ceipts were immediately returned to the coun- 
try. Last week shipments show without a 
dispute that Kansas City is the largest mar- 
ket in the world for stockers and feeders. The 
prices on native stockers and feeders very 
stiff, and for anything of good blood, or show- 
ing any good features, former week’s prices 
fully maintaintd; it was only on the poorer 
class of scrawny cattle that any losses, and 
that not more than 10@15c. over the prices of 
former week. During the past week there 
were not enough of beef cattle to supply the 
demand, and well finished Westerns brought 
good prices. The prices of the past week up 
to the present writing must be called very 
steady, and not more than 5c. variation on 
any day. On Thursday some fat cattle of 
1,346-ID average changed hands at $5.50. On 
Friday there were very few well finished cat- 
tle on hand, and the highest price paid $5.30. 
On Monday there was simply no market on 
fat cattle, as the receipts were about nil. On 
Tuesday a fair sprinkling, and some 1,342-Ib 
average $5.35. Wednesday opened 
with still a small supply of fat cattle and 
prices fully maintained. Native cows for the 
past week and up to the present writing were 
scarce and brought full prices; there was, 
however, a good supply of Western cows and 
heifers. The highest price paid last week for 
some heifers of 570-Ib average was $5.10. 
Bulls of 1,180-IbD average sold as high as 
$3.90, but the range so far this week is from 


sold at 


$3@$3.50. At the end of last week some very 
good Western cattle were on the market; some 
1,385-ID average Western steers going as high 
as $5.10; the bulk, however, of fairly finished 
cattle went from $4.50 to the top figure. Cows 
of 1,115-Ib average sold readily at $3. Bulls 
of 1,200-ID average $2.75. Southern or quar- 
antine cattle for the past week sold fairly 
strong, and a bunch of 126 steers, weighing 
911-ID average, sold at $3.60. A bunch of 185 
of 964-ID average sold at $3.50, but quite a 
number were sold at about the $3 mark. <A 
plentiful supply of cows, and while a few of 
‘42-ID average sold at $3.50, the top price for 
the balance of the week $3.20@$3.25; in fact 
the two following sales will give about an 
idea of the market on such: A bunch of 270 
of 790-ID average sold at $3.05: a bunch of 
310 of 702-ID average sold at $2.80. On Mon- 
day there was only a fair supply of Texas 
steers. A bunch of 284 steers of 1,032-TbD av- 
erage sold at $3.85. Cows were plentiful, and 
on Tuesday 1,000 of about 765-Ib average 
ranged in prices from $2.75@$2.95, which 
seems to be the favorite range. Some fed 
Texas, on Tuesday, of 1,219-Tb average sold 
at $4.35, which was full on the market. Mon- 
day's receipts of cattle this week 11,891; on 
Tuesday. receipts of cattle 15,100, and on 
Wednesday receipts 15,420, with prices fully 
sustained all along the line. Notwithstanding 
the heavy receipts in Kansas City at present, 
it is doubtful if our receipts will hold up to 
last year, for, taking the two years together 
up to the present, the present year shows a 
shortage of over 100,000 cattle when com- 
pared with 1897; in receipts for the balance of 
this year we would have to gain over 7,000 
per week over and above the weekly receipts 
of past year, which is rather unlikely. Out- 
side purchasers of cattle for the past week 
headed as usual by Cudahy, who shipped 
2,440 head, Morris 1,262 head, Eastman 608 
head, Michael 114 head, Hall 174 head, with 
Kraus 130 head. 


HOGS on last Thursday stood for tops 
$3.80, with the bulk $3.65@$3.75, with only 
fair quality. On Friday tops stood at $3.85, 
bulk $3.75@$3.80, and finally closed on Satur- 
day with tops $3.85, with bulk $3.75@$3.82'4. 
The coarse heavy hogs suffered during the 
week, and $3.65 about the top price. The 





fancy extreme heavy hogs, however, stood 
about firm at $3.75, but it was the pigs that 
were the strongest of any kind during the en- 
tire week, and it was a very poor critter in- 
deed that went under the $3.75. Last week 
only 2,138 hogs were shipped out of this city. 
The destination: Omaha 5 cars, Cudahy, Wis- 
consin, 4, Chicago 3, St. Louis, Ottumwa 
and Monterey, Mexico, 1 car each; as the 
Mexicans were again in the market and 
bought a car of very fancy heavy hogs, but 
they paid a price of $3.85. Monday of this 
week opened with 4,409 hogs, and the quality 
not very good. Pigs again in demand, and 
sold readily at from $3.70@$3.75; in fact, so 
scarce the supply on some occasions the pur- 
chasers for them (for the first time in the his- 
tory of the yards), sent out forerunners tuo 
meet the incoming receipts, so as to get the 
chance of purchasing before the pigs were 
even put on the market. On Tuesday the re- 
ceipts 12,230, and the quality was pretty good. 
Good heavy mixed packing were pelntiful, but 
there was a scarcity of hogs going about 215 
Ib, which the buyers wanted to fill orders. The 
market, however, was pretty active, but 
showed a weaker feeling. The receipts on 
Wednesday 10,175, and prices fairly main- 
tained. The prices for this week about as fol- 
lows: For tops, the medium quality $3.8214, 
light tops $3.85, with heavy tops, $3.75; the 
bulk at about $3.70@$3.774¢. So far there 
was an active demand for all offerings. 


SHEEP.—Last week closed very strong on 
prices for all kinds. About 2,000 Nevada 
lambs of about 65-ID average changed hands 
at $5.05. This week opened again in favor 
of the seller, and on Tuesday a bunch of 516 
Utah lambs of 73-Ib average sold at $5.25. 
Another bunch of 921 of 68-Ib average sold 
at $5. <A bunch of 502 Colorado wethers of 
84-ID average sold at $4. Feeders this week 
are in good demand, and strong prices paid; 
918 Utah wethers of 102-Ib average sold at 
$3.80; 650 Colorados of 98-ID average sold at 
$3.80. On one day last week Swift alone re- 
ceived, in the shape of Nevada lambs and 
Western wethers, some 5,615 head, which 
went directly to his slaughter pens. The 
receipts kept up pretty fairly so far this week; 
on Monday 5,008, on Tuesday 5,321 head, 
with Wednesday’s receipts a few over 5,000.

* In 1896 7,143 head of cattle in India fell 
victims to snake bites, while 81,397 were de- 
voured by wild beasts. 

* The cattle industry in Mississippi is forg- 
ing to the front. Gentlemen familiar with 
the business say that as much as $30,000 has 
come into single counties during the past few 
months from the sale of cattle. 

* There has been received at the Clare- 
mont Stockyards, Southwest Baltimore, from 
West Virginia, 65 carloads of cattle, and from 
now until December the shipments from that 
State are expected to be very heavy. 

* Ruddy Brothers, Chicago, have been in- 
corporated with a capital of $100,000, as 
packers to deal in meats and provisions. The 
corporators of the company are Thomas Rud- 
dy, W. J. Galligan and Byron C. Thorpe. 

* The Union Abattoir Company, of Mon- 
treal, P. Q., is obliged to look for a new busi- 
ness site, owing to the town council having 
notified them that operations must be discon- 
tinued within the limits of that municipality. 

* There are frequent inquiries at the North 
Carolina Agricultural Department as to when 
the quarantine law in regard to cattle goes 
into effect, and when shippers can send cattle 
across the line. They can ship cattle from 
any part of the State from Nov. 15 to Jan. 15. 

* The salt association of Bay City, Mich., is 
just beginning to feel the necessity of more 
cars, and at the same time there is noticed 
the usual fall famine in rolling stock. The 
association could load from 200 to 250 more 
ears at the present time, being that much be- 
hind in its orders. 

* Sealed proposals will be received by the 
Committee on Poor and Alms of the Common 
Council of the city of Newark, N. J., at the 
almshouse, Elizabeth avenue, on Thursday, 
Oct. 6, 1898, from 4:30 to 5 o’clock p. m., for 
a daily average of 115 ID of beef or mutton, to 
be delivered daily at the almshouse. 

* While the Mexican cattle trade is still of 
small proportions, yet it is running heavier 
than a year ago. Joseph W. Parker, of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Kansas City, 
has just received the first week in Septem- 
ber’s importations a total of 1,301 against 57 
same week last year, a most favorable com- 
parison. 

* One hundred and ten yearlings have been 
dipped at Fort Worth, Texas. A successful 
report from Dr. Kiernan, United States Vet- 
erinarian, will have large influence for the 
bettering of the cattle trade at Fort Worth. 
It will be the means of bringing tens of thou- 
sands of cattle to the stockyards to be dipped, 
and will in time obliterate the quarantine line. 

* The Clinto (la.) Daily Herald says that 
in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, there has not been a 
dealer in 20 years who has handled any kind 
of meat, lard, sausage or other products of 
the packinghouse, except what has come from 
the establishment of T. M. Sinclair & Co. 
This speaks well not only for loyalty to local 
interests, but it also speaks volumes for the 
excellence of the Sinclair products. 

* It is not an empty honor that awaits the 
man who begins with pure-bred stock and suc- 
ceeds in building up a herd of cattle that is 
better than the average, for such stock sells 
at a price that makes the one paid in the 
open market quite insignificant. Success of 
this kind is a work of time, but it can be at- 
tained if pure-bred stock is used.—Northwest- 
ern Agriculturist. 

* Dr. Page, Assistant Veterinary Surgeon 
of the State of Lllinois, has purchased and 
shipped from Jacksboro twelve cars of cattle 

en route for Fort Worth, Texas, to be dipped 
and then returned to Illinois and mixed with 
a herd of native cattle as an experiment to 


thoroughly test the question, “Is the dipping 
process a remedy for the Texas fever?” Dr. 
Page has been successful in a former test, but 
wishes to leave no room for doubt in this Jat- 
ter experiment. 

* The Home Land & Cattle Company has 
been chartered by the Secretary of State. It 
will transact business at Kansas City, Kan.; 
Kansas City, Mo., and such other places as 
the Board of Directors may designate. It 
has a capital stock of $5,000, and its purposes 
are to accumulate and loan funds, erect build- 
ings, purchase and sell real estate, deal in 
cattle, engage in farming and encourage agri- 
culture. Its directors are J. S. Gilbert and 
J. C. Hall, of Kansas City, Mo.; F. D. Hutch- 
ings and H. T. Corson, of Kansas City, Kan., 
and R. G. Tonkin, of Abilene. 


* The Kansas State Board of Agriculture 
has completed its returns from the State for 
the value of animals slaughtered, or sold for 
slaughter in Kansas for the year 1898, and 
gives out the aggregate as $47,123,517, as 
compared with 1897, which was $37,781,678, 
a gain for this year of $1,341,839. The past 
nineteen years, since 1880, shows a magnifi- 
cent growth of the stock interest in Kansas 
in spite of fluctuating and depressed prices. 
In 1880 the value of animals slaughtered or 
sold for slaughter was $12,700,045, or a gain 
of $37,000,000 in round numbers during these 
nineteen years, 

* M. V. Richards, the land and industrial 
agent of the Southern Railway, Washington, 
D. C., has issued a broadside, calling atten- 
tion to the advantages of the South for stock 
raising. He estimates that there are in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida and 
Kentucky 1,313,000 farms, and contends that 
if every farmer would add a cow, a sheep and 
a hog each year to his stock he would find in 
a very few years a marvelous growth of his 
available assets. The increase the first year 
would be nearly 4,000,000 animals, worth at 
a low estimate $20,000,000. The subject, he 
says, is also commanding a great deal of at- 
tention in the South, and good results are be- 
ing shown in many localities, but there is 
more room and opportunity for a great deal 
more to be done in this direction and now is 
the time to do it. All who are engaged in 
stock raising will find it a paying investment. 






* The Breeders’ Gazette pertinently re- 
marks that a feeder who comes upon stock- 
yards markets year after year with a uni- 
formly high grade of stock usually gets a bet- 
ter price than a stranger within the gates can 
obtain for an equally good looking drove of 
eattle or sheep. Buyers know that the fat 
stock forwarded by certain feeders invariably 
kills well and nets a high percentage of gooa 
meat. By the rigid test of block and scales 
they measure the value of all stock pur- 
chased. In time they come to know that cer- 
tain individuals invariably market well-bred 
animals that have been fed to a fine finish. 
Whenever salesmen advise buyers that such 
and such a well-known feeder of prime stuff 
is on the market the stock is not suffered to 
stand in the pens long without a bid. There 
is much in having a good name. It should be 
the ambition of every farmer to be known as 
a grower of good live stock. Reputation is 
capital. 

* Twenty cattle feeders of Nebraska recent- 
ly met at the Commercial Club rooms in 
Omaha, Neb., and organized the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Cattle Feeders’ Association, and ad- 
journed to meet Oct. 13, at the Nebraska 
Building at the Exposition, at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. W. M. McKinney, Blair, was 
made temporary chairman, and F. E. San- 
born, Omaha, secretary. In his talk Mr. Daily, 
who was also made permanent president, said 
there were not less than 10,000 feeders in 
Nebraska alone; that the association should 
have a large membership in that State. Last 
year it is estimated that at least 1,000,000 
head of cattle were fed in the State. The in- 
dustry was an important one, and was wholly 
unprotected. In his county alone he said there 
were 200 cattle feeders, and a large per cent. 
of them was in favor of organization, and 
many of them had told him they would go 
into an organization calculated to protect and 
benefit the feeder of the great corn belt, which 
took in the Northwestern States and Terri- 
tories.

Interesting Letter from Sir Thomas 
Lipton. 


In reference to our editorial in our issue of 
Sept. 3 on the question of tainted meat in the 
army, and where the blame rests—showing 
that the packers were in no sense responsible 
for its condition after delivery—Sir Thomas 
Lipton, in a letter to “The National Provis- 





ioner,” writing under date of Sept. 17, from 
London, England, says: 

There is no place in the world where the 
preservation of meat is so scientifically han- 
dled as in America. Very great expense, 
thought and care have been applied in ascer- 
taining the best and most effective means and 
methods of preservation; and from the time 
the animal is killed until its delivery—no mat- 
ter whether in the States or in England—it is 
watched with the greatest possible care, and 
the temperature of the chambers on the jour- 
ney—wherever they may be—is continually 
noted and regulated for the safety of the 
meat. Frequently, however, after it leaves 
the responsibility of the packer, it is stupidly 
exposed and handled by inexperienced per- 
sons, with the result that the packer is wrong- 
fully blamed for the meat arriving in bad con- 
dition. I cannot see how the packers could 
improve on their present system of transport 
of fresh meat.

CALFSKINS AND HIDES. 
Decision Rendered Making Dividing Line 25 
aud 12 Pounds Respectively. 

As foreshadowed in our last issue, the 
Treasury Department has decided to accept 
25 ID in weight as the dividing line between 
calfskins and hides when green salted, and 12 
ID as the dividing line between dry hides and 

skins. 

This decision was reached Friday of last 
week in Washington, too late for publication 
in our last issue. This decision accepts the 
judgment of the Board of General Apprais- 
ers, and was announced by Assistant Secre- 
tary Howell in a cireular to Collectors of 
Customs. The full text of the circular is as 
follows: 

Treasury Department. 
Office of the Secretary. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 23, 1898. 

To Collectors and Other Officers of the Cus- 
toms—In G. A. 4052, the Board of General 
Appraisers held that raw calfskins are not du- 
tiable as “hides of cattle’ under paragraph 
437 of the Tariff Act of July 24, 1897, but 
are free of duty under the provisions in para- 
graph 664 for “skins of all kinds, raw (except 
sheepskins with the wool on).’’ They found as 
a fact “that the term hides in trade covers 
skins of the larger animals, weighing 25 Ib 
and over, while the term used in trade to de- 
scribe the skin of a calf is ‘a calfskin,’ weigh- 
ing 25 ID or under, and that the dividing line 
between dried skins and dried hides is 12 th, 
that is to say, dried hides weigh 12 Ib and 
over, while dried calfskins weigh 12 fb and 
under.” While the Department concurred in 
the decision that calfskins are not dutiable as 
cattlehides, if desired to have the question 
of the line of demarcation as to weights be- 
tween skins and hides further considered, and 
therefore instructed customs officers to make 
up another case to submit to the Board of 
General Appraisers for their determination, 
with a view to having the matter reviewed 
by the courts if deemed advisable. After a 
further hearing, the Board found as a fact in 
G. A. 4215, ‘“‘that commercially, the dividing 
line between raw cowhides and calfskins in 
weight, is 25 Ib, the term ‘calfskins’ including 
all so-called hides or skins which weigh less 
than 25 Ib. When dry the dividing line is 12 
Tb, and all weighing less than 12 ID being com- 
mercially known as skins, and all weighing 
12 ID or over as hides.” In order that this 
question might be further reviewed, the De- 
partment directed an appeal from this decisjon 
to the ‘Cireuit Court, and on the recommenda- 
tion of the conference of local appraisers, re- 
cently held at New York, adopted a table of 
weights which was promulgated irregular 165 
of Aug. 27, 1895, to be followed by customs 
officers in classifying skins and hides. At the 
request of tanners and shoe manufacturers, 
the Department has further considered the 
subject and carefully reviewed the testimony 
taken by the Board of General Appraisers, 
which was substantially unanimous in fixing 
25 ID as the dividing line between hides and 
skins in a green or wet condition, and 12 Ib 
when dry. 

The counsel for the Treasury Department 
in cases before the Board of General Apprais- 
ers reports that he thinks no trade testimony 
ean be obtained to controvert the dividing line 
as decided by the Board. The Department con- 
cludes, therefore, to accept 25 ID in weight as 
the dividing line between calfskins and hides 
when green salted, and 12 ID as the dividing 
line between dry hides and skins. You will 
therefore be governed accordingly. Circular 
No. 165 is hereby revoked.

Last spring, as will be remembered by read- 
ers of this journal, the Treasury Department 
accepted the decision of the General Apprais- 
ers that calfskins were not dutiable as hides 
of cattle. The Treasury officials were not 
satisfied at that time that the dividing line 
adopted by the General Appraisers afforded 
sufficient protection to the interests of the 
Government. It was thought that a lower 
limit should be fixed for calfskins and that 
everything above this limit should be classi- 
fied as hides of cattle. This view was em- 
bodied in instructions to collectors, but at 
once provoked a strong protest from the im- 
porters. Assistant Secretary Howell had the 
opportunity, while recently in the West, to 
give a hearing to the leading tanners of Chi- 
cago on the subject, and they presented a for- 
cible brief going to show that 25 ID was the 
dividing line upon wet hides which had been 
recognized by the trade for many years and 
had not been adopted with any purpose of 
evading the revenue laws. Mr. Howell sent 
for the testimony taken by the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers upon his return to Washing- 
ton, and was satisfied after examination that 
the position of the tanners and importers was 
a correct one. The case, which had been in- 
stituted at Chicago, will be abandoned and the 
District Attorney will be requested to so in- 
form the court. 

Mr. Edmond Weil, of New York, who was 
appointed at the meeting in that city, in the 
office of the Messrs. J. H. Rossbach & Bros., 
on Sept. 8, a committee with Mr. Leopold 
Rossbach to go to Washington to endeavor to 
bring about the result already attained, as re- 
ported in this journal at the time, is naturally 
much gratified over the outcome, and said 
Saturday that they would forego their pro- 
posed visit to Washington with much pleas- 
ure.

LOWER MARKETS—MORE OF A PRES- 
SURE TO SELL—PRICES NOW 
CLOSE TO AN EXPORT BASIS 

That the position has become lower this 
week and that it has reached some buying 
orders from the Western consumers has not 
yet, however, placed it where full, free activ- 
ity is brought about. The difference of opin- 
ion over prices is now naturally very narrow, 
since the market has reached a level of values 
below which expectations are not entertained 
anywhere of more than further small deliv- 
eries. The situation is now essentially upon 

a record basis, and very close to the inside 

figures that had been claimed as possible by 

the most radical believers in low prices. 

Whether this depression of prices is being 

overdone is now more a matter of comment 

rather than talk of more than a temporary 
settling to the low figures. It is quite cer- 
tain, however, that the bulk of the trading 
in the season’s oil will be done this fall, and 
at prices more satisfactory to the large con- 
sumers than those of last year. These large 
buyers after supplying a few urgent wants 
when new oil was first offered, about three 
weeks since, for future deliveries have been 
consistently holding off for just such a weak 
condition of affairs as has developed more re- 
cently, while most of them had expected 
about the current line of prices when the mills 
were in a general way ready for operations. 
They hardly expect more than 4@lc. further 
decline, while some of them are beginning to 
think it good policy to gather up some full 
lines whére it is possible to get them even at 
current figures. But this disposition to buy 
has been more with the Western soapmakers, 
while they are seemingly satisfied with some 
lines of off grade crude, in tanks, which have 
been on offer in the Mississippi Valley at 

12%, and reported in instances as low as 12; 

while prime crude there could hardly be ob- 

tained under 14. But whatever the disposi- 
tion of the soap men over buying, the lard re- 
finers, who have to be careful over taking up 

a strictly prime grade of crude, are waiting for 

the expected realization of their views which, 

as before remarked, are set upon a basis of 
prices fractionally lower than those current. 

This latter consuming interest has hardly the 

encouragement over taking up the oil equal 

with the soap trades, except as it can get it 
at a price over which there would be no fear 
of its shrinking further, while they would be 
disposed to make accumulations, in the feeling 
that the lowest prices will be those at the be- 
ginning of the season, and that they will be 
upon that satisfactory basis for consumption 
that the use of the oil will be even larger than 
in the previous year, and that a possible im- 
provement in its values may be considered for 
later on in the season. The indifference of 
the lard refiners over the oil market is per- 
mitted from the condition of business in com- 
pound lard, which fails to get invigoration 
from the present feeble lard market, while 
the look ahead is not encouraging for a near 
future starting up of trading in compound 
lard. The soap people, on the contrary, are 
getting more of a demand for their manufac- 
tured goods; this is shown in the greater de- 
sire to buy tallow at the West, and its strong- 
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er position, while it is of the Western trading 
we are speaking, since more and more the 
local business is narrowed by reason of the 
competition of the cottonseed oil soaps from 
the West, and incidentally from the South. 
There is no question but that the general con- 
sumption of manufactured goods over the 
country is increasing, and cottonseed oil has 
more to do with that than the fact that some 
special interests are dull. We regard the cot- 
ton oil market now as without general actiy- 
ity more from the desire of many buyers to 
wait until the season is a little further ad- 
vanced for a full effect in the holding off and 
the increasing production to determine the in- 
side prices, rather than from an objection to 
the current prices as not permitting profits in 
the make of manufactured goods. That the 
market is steadily settling to prices to open 
up more general trading has been shown this 
week in the disposition of some of the ex- 
port markets to bid prices within 4c. of the 
asking figures. Italy and France have had 
offers here on prime yellow, for October de- 
livery, at 21, while they would have been able 
to buy at 2144, and they have offered also 
20% for good off yellow, which they could 
have secured at 21. Later deliveries could 
have been bought at 21 for prime yellow and 
20% for good off yellow. It must not be in- 
ferred that there would be general export 
trading at these inside figures, but only that 
some business could be done, while indicating 


that the foreign markets are believing that 
very close to the lowest possible figures are 
at hand. The expectations of the trade are 
of no lower price than 20 for prime yellow in 
the New York market, while entertaining 
some doubt that it will get there. The inside 
price of the previous year was 21 for prime 
yellow here. There are very variable views 
as yet over crude in tank cars, especially at 
the Atlantic coast points. It is rarely bids 
go out to these near sections over 1344; some 
lots have been sold at 14, while some of the 
mills there do not name under 15. There 
is a gradual starting up of the mills in these 
near Atlantic coast points, as they are getting 
a little more prime seed, while finding stead- 
ily enlarging quantities of seed off in quality, 
while most of the reports thence are of the 
most abundant offering of off grade oil as the 
feature of the season. Texas, which had not 
sold this week before its crude under 13%, 
has let a little go this week at 13, and more 
generally finds bidding reduced to 13, al- 
though not on the whole willing to sell under 
134%, and up to 14 asked. The Mississippi 
Valley has sold at 14 for prime crude and 
12% for off grade. Exporters upon the New 
York market are figuring more upon small 
lots, and this point is more unsatisfactory in 
its extent of business just now than any other 
section. Indeed, dealers here are generally 
disgusted over the slow upening of business, 
although most of them expect that a few 
days now will do away with the present inac- 
tion. Outside of a little French and Italian 
demand and a small inquiry for England, the 
export sentiment is dead here, while there is 
not enough call for supplies from the refiners 
to characterize a line of prices throughout. 
The Southwestern points would be able to do 
more with shippers if they could get freight 
room, with a scarcity of accommodation at

HAMBURG CHAMBER OF COMMERCE FIGHT- 
ING FOR AMERICAN PORK. 


A cable from Berlin says: The Chamber of 
Commerce of Hamburg has taken up the fight 
in behalf of American pork. Published sta- 
tistics show there has not been a single case 
of trichinosis in Prussia or Hamburg due to 
American pork for fifteen years. The report 
concludes: 

“While these facts are not disproved and 
the statements as to the adulteration of Am- 
erican lard are uncorroborated, evidence has 
been found showing that all the repressive 
measures against foreign, and _ especially 
against American meats, must be held to be 
unreasonable and as gravely injuring German 
economic interests.” 

The entire press of Hamburg except the 
Hamburger Nachrichten, supports these state- 
ments, and the entire Liberal press is begin- 
ning to agitate the matter, in view of the 
ever-increasing price of meat. 
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CANADIAN SOFT PORK. 


The Department of Agriculture of Canada 
will make a series of experiments to ascertain 
if possible the causes of soft pork and soft 
bacon, which is attributed to the corn feed- 
ing, which is becoming more common every 
year, 

The experiments which are to be tried by 
the Agricultural Department to ascertain the 
cause of what is known as soft pork and soft 
bacon will be arranged concurrently in West- 
ern Ontario and in the Central experimental 
farm. In the West several different lots of 
swine will be fattened on Indian corn, which 


is under suspicion in some quarters as the 
cause of the trouble. The meat will be sent 
to Great Britain dnd the report should prove 
of distinct value to the trade. Other foods 
will be similarly tested. 





CO-OPERATIVE CHEESE ASSOCIATION IN 
BELGIUM. 

Consul Roosevelt writes from Brussels, 
Belgium, saying that it is very probable in the 
near future that milk dealers and cheese mak- 
ers in that country will form a co-operative 
association for the manufacture of cheese.

—The Arthur Jordan Company has begun a 
legal contest against the Holt Ice & Cold 
Storage Company, of Indianapotis, Ind., claim- 
ing that several tons of butter, while in cus- 
tody of the defendants, was tainted with the 
odor of lemons and oranges in the same room, 
entailing shrinkage of value. 

—A. S. Emerson, a New York capitalist,

The capital stock of this company is $350,000, 
and ice will not only be manufactured, but 
will also be brought to Baltimore from the 
North.

The new cap- 
ital is furnished by a number of financially 





strong people in New York whose represen- 
tatives in carrying out the matter are Wal- 
ston H. Brown & Bros., of that city. Wal- 
ston H. Brown has been in Chicago giving 
the matter his personal attention. The 
management will remain practically the same. 
The agreement between the Browns and the 
stockholders of the Knickerbocker Co. shows 
that the New York firm paid for the stock at 
the rate of 50 per cent. of its face value and 
50 per cent. in the stock of the reorganized 
company, which is to have a capital of $3,- 
000,000 of 6 per cent. cumulative stock and a 
bonded indebtedness of $2,000,000, with $500,- 
000 additional bonds in the company’s treas- 
ury, not to be issued without the consent of 
the holders of three-fourths of the company’s 
capital stock.

American Butter in Japan. 

In reply to a correspondent in Brooklyn, 
Consul General Gowey, of Yokohama, has 
written as follows concerning the butter trade 
of Japan: 

The imports of butter into Japan for the 
year 1897 amounted to 136,863 catties, or 
182,484 pounds, at a declared value of about 
$37,500 gold. Of this quantity, the United 
States furnished 73,000 pounds, France 32,000 
pounds, and Austria, Denmark, Germany, 
Holland, Italy and Switzerland the rest. The 
larger quantity imported from the United 
States comes from California. The average 
price is about 70 sen per pound, or some 35 
cents gold. A small quantity is imported from 
Canada, and the Danish and Dutch brands 
are quite popular. 

The demand for butter is chiefly confined to 
the foreign population and vessels touching 
at Japanese ports, and is, of course, somewhat 
limited. I have no doubt that United States 
creamery butter, properly prepared for table 
use and put up in attractive packages in such 
a manner as to preserve its sweetness and 
keep it fresh, would speedily control the ma: 
ket. 

We have had no trouble in procuring sweet 
butter from October to March or April, but 
during the rest of the year all butter here 
seems to become more or less strong and ran 
cid. Butter carefully wrapped in cloth and 
packed in tins and seemingly sweet when first 
opened, becomes rancid when exposed to the 
air. The native output is quite limited.

CHANCE IN PARAGUAY FOR OUR BUTTER. 

A promising market for American butter 
exists in Paraguay. There is very little of 
this commodity to be found in the country, 
although every one likes it and wants it. The 
scarcity may be due to the small number of 
dairies and factories. There are no butter 
factories in the country, and, according to 
Consul J. N. Ruffin, at Asemeion, all of the 
dairies are located in the small town of San 
Bernardino, whose population is almost exclu- 
sively German. During the year 1897 there 
were introduced about 2,500 ID in Paraguay, 
mostly from Italy, coming in pound cans. The 
small importation would seem to be due to 
the fact that no attention is paid to the but- 
ter trade. The butter produced in the coun- 
try is retailed for 35 or 40 cents gold per 
pound. The duty on imported butter is 50 
per cent. ad valorem, and the revenue collected 
from this source last year amounted to $421 
gold. The butter imported from Europe is 
very good, but not equal to what is made by 
American butter factories. The superior 
quality of the American butter would insure 
its rapid sale, so thinks Consul Ruffin. In 
his opinion, any butter manufacturer catering 
to the whims of the people by placing on their 
small cans a picture of the President of Para- 
guay or that of some of the leading statesmen 
and an old historic house or two, which would 
catch the eye of the people and cause it to be 
talked about, would give popularity to the 
American brand, which ought to lead to quick 
and profitable sales. Nothing of this sort 
exists in the country.

ARGENTINE TARIFF INCREASED.

Some early history of this flourishing con- 
cern will be of interest. ; 

In 1852 Francis A. Pratt came to Hartford 
to take a position in the pistol factory of Col- 
onel Colt at the solicitation of Samuel H. 
Bachelor, one of the subordinate chiefs in the 
establishment. In 1854 he accepted the super- 
intendency of the Phoenix Iron Works, and 
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accompanied by Amos W. Whitney, his life- 
long associate, as assistant, remained with the 
firm till 1861. The year before closing the 
connection both of the young men resolved to 
open a shop of their own, and accordingly in 
the summer of 1860 hired a room on Potter 
street. The next February they were burned 
out by a fire which caught on the contiguous 
premises, but a month later were settled in 
Wood’s Building, in which new location they 
continued to spread through one room after 
another till all the available space was out- 
grown by the expansion of the business. In 
1862 Messrs. Pratt & Whitney took into the 
partnership Monroe Stannard, of New Brit- 
ain, each contributing $1,200, and the associa- 
tion has since remained unbroken.

this time Roswell F. Blodgett and Seth W. 
Bishop were admitted to an equal interest 
with the other members in the partnership. 
During the next three years they made and 
put into the business a clean profit of $100,- 
000. In July, 1869, under a charter from the 
State of Connecticut, the Pratt & Whitney 
Company was incorporated with a capital of 
$350,000, afterward increased from earnings 
to $500,000. 

Net earnings exceeding the amount of the 
capital have been applied to construction and 
machinery, and still the pressure of an en- 
larging business employs all the facilities at 
hand for doing it. 

Since 1889 quite an extension to real estate 
holdings have been made, buildings erected, 
and in 1893 a reorganization was effected un- 
der the laws of the State of New Jersey, at 
which time the capital stock was made $3,- 
000,000, $2,000,000 in preferred shares and 
$1,000,000 in common shares. In 1896 the

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Belgium’s Prohibition of Cattle. 


The Antwerp section of the Anglo-American 
Chamber of Commerce of Belgium is now 
busily occupied with a question of importance 
to the Atlantic carrying trade, and one which 
demands thorough ventilation; namely, the 
prohibition of American and Canadian cattle 
imports into Belgium. At one time a splendid 
trade was done, but the Belgian butchers and 
cattle breeders began to fear the competition, 
and brought such pressure to bear upon the 
Government that, under the pretext that the 
cattle referred to were infected with contagion, 
their importation was absolutely prohibited. 
But it has been proved, beyond the shadow 
of a doubt, that no contagion has existed or 
does exist in American or Canadian cattle 
destined for export. The matter is now too 


serious a one to go unnoticed, and should de- 
mand the undivided attention of the carry- 
ing trade who, together with the shippers and 
buyers, are most interested.

CO-OPERATION AND EXHIBITIONS 

The forthcoming food exhibition which the 
Retail Grocers’ Union of New York City will 
open at Madison Square Garden on Monday 
and run for a month, raises many questions 
for contemplation. It raises, first, the ques 
tion of co-operative interest which is not con 
fined to the grocers alone, but is as vital to 
the meat and the provision trades, and it 
causes one to ask, Why do the retail butchers

show? Or, better still, why do not these two

and grocere—afiiliate, combine, wage their 
fights and enjoy their triumphs of peace to 
gether? They are, as we have said on former 
occasions, natural allies and are benefited by 


the same measures of relief. Upon whom has 


the trading stamp fiend worked his wiles and 
imposed his trifling wares most successfully? 
The butcher and the grocer. These two trades 
are issuing seventy-five per cent. of the cou 
pon tickets floated upon the world of trade by 
these leeching companies. Upon whom has 
the “deadbeat” foisted herself most success- 
fully? The butcher and the grocer. These 
two can etand it lese than the merchant, but 
the merchant has been deaf to the scheme. 
Expositions of the Madison Square kind to 
be held this month under the auspices of the 
Retail Grocere’ Union of New York City tend 
to arouse a deeper interest in the movement 
for union and etrength. They bring the trade 
together and give them an object lesson in 
trade matters and give them an opportunity 
to consult, compare notes and to see. A show 
of this kind creates an interest, spreads as- 
sociation influence and takes the public into 
the confidences of the retailer and at the 
same time teaches the householder salutary 
lessons.

THE REASON FOR HIGH MEAT. 


There is a business reason why cattle are 





high. Because cattle are high is the reason 
that carcass meat is high to the butcher. The 
reason for the high price of cattle is the ac- 
tual fact that there are fewer cattle in the 
woods now than in former years. For in- 
stance, in 1892 there was a herd of 38,650,000 
head in this country.

cattle to population were the same at this

writing as it was six years ago there would 
be nearly 53,000,000 cattle in the land. Thus 
we have less than two-fifths of a cow per 
head of population. Following, then, the law 
of supply and demand, if beef was 6% cents 
a pound in 1892, it should really be about 9% 
cents now, if not more, because the sudden 
eall of the War Department for meat sup- 
plies to be stored would give some temporary 
stronger tone to the market. Looking beyond 
the slaughterhouse to the ranch we are of the 
opinion that with the demand for beef or meat 
not growing less, aud with a seareity of 
stock on the ranges, meat is likely to remain 


high for at least a year. The tendency of the 
market is to rise as the summer vegetable and 
fruit seasons disappear and the winter food 
demand increases the consumption of meats. 
The best thing the butcher can do is to get 


in shape by raising prices. 





NEW TRADING STAMP IN 
GLASGOW. 

The following from our esteemed exchange, 
The Grocers Journal, of Sept. 17: 

A new system of trading has been intro- 
duced into the Glasgow grocery retail trade 
by a company styling itself the Universal Pre- 
mium Company or Trading Stamp Company. 
The method on which the new company is 
wrought is for every trader who combines to 
give his customer a printed stamp or coupon 
for every fourpence of goods purchased. 
These coupons are pasted into a book pro- 
vided, and when the total value reaches¥€20, 
the book, on presentation to the head office, 
in St. Enoch’s square, Glasgow, entitles those 
who present it to a free gift of some article 


of fancy goods, light furniture, ete. A bi- 
eycle is also put on the list, but it would re- 
quire purchases to the total of £250 before 
the bicycle could be claimed. The plan 
hooked on with some at first, but they are 
now repenting. Each grocer in Glasgow was 
ealled upon and asked to purchase these 
stamp books, with the promise that the Trad- 
ing Company would advertise them and point 
customers to their shop. Retailers at first 
sight saw this as a means of combating co- 
operation, but now it dawns upon them that 
the system, while reducing their profits, is 
only a means of making a business for the 
other fellow. As a consequence, a crowded 
meeting of grocers and other retailers was 
held in Glasgow on Wednesday evening, and 
the scheme denounced. We hear that the 
Trading Company has sent legal letters claim- 
ing damages for breach of contract to those 
who are now “erying off.’ The damage 
claimed, we understand, varies from £10 to 
£15, and no doubt grocers will hope the com- 
pany gets it. 

(We know the brand. It is the same old 
scheme which is being “biffed’’ on this side of 
the water. There is one long, nasty growl 
in its track. There is a hiatus between these 
companies and justice which the retailers 
hope soon to have closed up by the legisla- 
tures and the courts.—Associate Editor ‘Na- 
tional Provisioner.”’)

Strict Butchering in Brazil. 


Before a butcher can slaughter an animi:l 
in Brazil for human consumption, he must 
obtain the written consent of the authorities 
of the city in which he wishes to butcher. 
The slaughtering is,done in the morning, 
about 3 o’clock. At 5 o’clock the servants 
who are sent to market arrange themselves 
in line to get their portion of the carcass. 
They cannot eall for any particular part. 
Each must take the part which falls to him. 
The millionaire is as liable to get brisket as 
he will porterhouse or tenderloin, If all of 
the animal is not taken, the residue is cast 
into the water of the streams to be eaten by 
fish. The dinner is about 8 a, m., five hours 


after the slaughter of the animal. This haste 
is due to the absence of ice and refrigerators. 
In such a torrid climate fresh meat would 
not keep many hours. 





Real Brothers in Salem. 


The grocers and provision dealers of Salem, 
Mass., have drawn themselves into an asso- 
ciation for the watching and conserving of 
their best interests. They will hold monthly 
meetings instead of those tiresome weekly or 
bi-monthly affairs which are too frequent for 
the changes which take place in thé affairs of 
the market trade. Committees can best at- 
tend to small matters and whip them in shape 
for the monthly gathering. Among other 
things for their mutual protection they pur- 
pose keeping a list of delinquent debtors and 
t# assist each other in the collection of old 
accounts.

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LEGISLATION AGAINST THE TRADING STAMP 
AND THE “DEAD BEAT.” 


The National Retail Butchers’ Association 
of the United States, which met in New Hav- 
en, Conn., in August last, took a decided stan | 
against the commercial coupon or trading 
stamp and the purchaser who buys with no 
thought of payment, better known as the 
“dead beat.” The strong resolutions passed 
by the convention calling for legislation to 
remedy these evils, were but the summing of 
the action of the State Association of the 
“Nutmeg” State and of associations all over 
the country, for the affliction is general. Al- 
ways ready to assist the marketman in his 
fight for his just rights, “The National Pro- 
visioner” sent to members of the Legislature 
of Connecticut the following letter, and we 
publish below some of the letters in reply.

Gents—Your letter of the 21st inst., re 
garnishment and trading stamps received, As 
to the trading stamps I do not know enough 
to say what I would do if I could. As to 
more liberal laws for the collection of debt, 
I am decidedly in favor of it. A few mer- 
chants might use it inhumanly, but the great 
body of the merchants would not. I think 
that the great body of wage-earners would 
not object. They intend to pay and know 
that a great majority of the merchants carry 
them through the hard times and will not 
distress them if they simply try. The present 
exemption protects the rogues who get credit 
with no intention of paying. He obtains it 
because of the merchant’s belief that the 
greater part of the great body of wage-earn- 
ers are honest. The present exemption is in- 
creasing the number of those who will not 
pay. At first the man does not think of the 
protection, but tries. If urged, he shields 
himself behind the exemption and it soon 
grows to be a habit. The law, however, 
ought to fairly protect debtor and creditor. 
It ought to be just to both. Some misuse 
will be made of it, but the great body of mer- 
chants ought not suffer because some few 


misuse the power, nor should the great body 
of wage-earners suffer for the sins of the 
smaller number of beats. Yours respect- 
fully, J. BELDEN HURLBUTT.

Your favor of the 21st at hand. In reply 
allow me to say that I would favor any legis- 
lation against the so-called “trading stamps” 
that could be proposed. To me it seems 
that the consumer in the end must pay for 
the stamp, and the great bulk of the con- 
sumers cannot afford to do so. The dealer 
who argues that his customer does not pay in 
some way, practically confesses that bevure 
the stamp came into existence he was charg- 
ing his customers 5 per cent. more for their 
goods than there was any need of. People 
eat no more now than before the stamp was 
discovered. The trades sell no more goods. 
So I conclude that the trades in the past 
either charged 5 per cent. more profit upon 
articles sold than they should, or that the con- 
sumer in some way pays for the stamp. 

There is no doubt but what theve should 
be a more liberal garnishee law. ‘That of 
Connecticut with its exemption of $50 in 
wages due, for attachment, and weekly pay- 
ments provided for by statute—has the ten- 
dency to make men dishonest. ‘The bill it- 
self was not asked for by the laboring men. 
It was created by one of the largest manu- 
facturers of the State to save himself the 
annoyance caused by an occasional attach- 
ment of employees’ wages. The honest man 
either pays his bills promptly or makes a sat- 
isfactory explanation to the man he owes. 
The dishonest man takes every advantage of 
the law. He buys more extravagantly than 
he would if payment could be enforced 
against him. He gets trusted wherever he 
can intending to beat those who give him 
credit. The result is that the poor man often 
suffers because he can get.no credit. Bvery 
business man and every honest man should 
be in favor of such legislation as will pro- 
hibit the trading stamp, and for the repeal of 
the present exemption from attachment law.

And they succeeded, for the butchers of 
Binghamton, their families and friends, are 
a valiant lot, and do not hesitate to follow 
their leader, President Hopton, into the very 
thick of the fray. 

The clambake was given by the Retail 
Butchers’ Protective Association, which never 
does things by halves, and, in consequence it 
was a great success.

Requiring Butchers to Pay License. 

This is the new ordinance of the city of 
Mayfield, Ky., which requires butchers and 
those selling fresh meats in that city to pay 
a license for the privilege of doing so. It was 
approved and signed Sept. 7 by Mayor A. J. 
Watts: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
sell fresh meats in the city of Mayfield, Ky., 
without a license so to do. 

2. Any person desiring to sell fresh meats 
in quantities less than one quarter shall pay 
twenty dollars for one year or ten dollars for 
six months for a license so to do; and that 
any person desiring to sell in quantities not 
less than one quarter shall pay five dollars 
per year license so to do. 

3. Any person desiring to sell fresh meats 
in the city of Mayfield, Ky., shall pay to the 
treasurer of the city of Mayfield the sum as 
set out in section number two of this or- 
dinance and take his receipt for same, said 
receipt specifying the amount paid the Treas- 
urer, the time said license shall run and for 
the purpose, and upon presentation of said 
receipt to the City Clerk it shall be the duty 
of the Clerk to issue a license to said person 
for the time and purpose stated in the re- 
ceipt. 

4. All persons desiring to obtain such li- 
cense shall make their applications in writing 
for same, and shall state in said application 
what houses or places they desire to sell meat 
in, and the license as issued shall only give 
the privilege to sell the same at the houses 
and places specified in the application, and no 
other place, and said places of business shall 
be situated as stated in the license. 

5. Any person violating the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars for 
each offense. Nothing in this ordinance shall 
be construed to include persons who raise the 
meat they offer to sell by the quarter. 

6. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage and publication, and that all 
ordinances heretofore passed by the Board of 
Councilmen of the city of Mayfield, regulat- 
ing the selling of fresh meats in the city of 
Mayfield, are hereby repealed. 





The Oldest Active Butcher in New York City. 


S. V. Spencer, the hale, hearty, youthful 
looking marketman of West Washington 
Market, is the nestor of the cut meat trade of 
the big markets, if net of the big city of 
Greater New York. Mr. Spencer, though 68 
years of age—nearly three score and ten— 
looks young for a man at 55, and can take a 
fall out of any fifty-year-old in the city.
